KILLED IN A SALOON BRAWL

Miss Kalser Writes Feelingly Upom a
Touching Ingident Which Ogeurred us
She Was sSinging a Gladsome Solo—
Weleome News from America,

Pontyoymmer, 8. W,, Sept. 87.—=There
18 une thing about this country which I
most decldedly do not admire, but I
uever huve had ocenston to speak of It
berore. However, It was most forclbly
Lrought to our notice last night, and it
wug in this way: The concert was
neurly finighed, the audience was an -
mense one and very appreeclative, and
had glven us a 'ovely reception, and I
wasengnged in singing my solo, the neaxt
to the lust number on the progrimime,
The Louse was so still that one could
Iave heard o pin drop and I had nearly
finished, when into the main body of
the hall ran a little girl, all breathless
and terrified, Bhe looked around a
minute, and then made for one of the
front geatsin the hall, dnd, golng to the
lady who sat there, spoke (o her and
took her out.

The minute I saw the child I knew
sumething dreadful had happened in
the town, and thought immediately of
4 mine accldent, and though I had to
fintsh my song, I must have done it
with very bad grace, standing there as
I was, looking into people's frightened
and awe.struock fuces, and singing a
brilllant, teilling, happy selection. No
one's attention was upon anything else,
it seemed to me, than the little givl and
the poor, stricken lady, possibly her
mother, whom she had taken away.

Killed in a Tavern Brawl,

Of course, 1 could not tell whiut was
the matter untll I had made my bow
and gone off the stuge, and, though 1
did recelve o wvery enthuslastic re-
cill from thoge of the audience who had
not notleed the significant Incldent, 1
could not respond to it, but went on to
the dressing rooms, where 1 was told
that o young mun, the lady's husband,
had just been killed in a brutal, drunken
bruwl In a tavern right across the
sireet from where we were singing, The
news had been whispered at the door
und spread through the houss all over
Immedintely, as bad news always does,
and even while T was trying to learn
what hid happened, the young man al-
ready Iny dead In his gln. Boon every-
oni in the house had the news, and be-
forethe lust quartetteon the programme
was sung, the chairman of the conecert—
how I honor him for doing it, even at
the risk of breaking the unity of the
programme--rose and spoke a few sad
but welghty words on the death of the
youngman, a finefellow, but for his love
of drink, whose sudden taking off was
such w warning to the hundreds of
young men in the audlence there. He
told them to be thankful that they were
somewhere plse than in the public house
that night, elge the very fate that had
overtaken the young man who had died
such o violentdeath five minutes hefore,
might have been their's, who knew? It
was o very sad and thoughtful audl-
ence that filed out of the hall, I can as-
sure you, That chairman knew when o
word of warnlng would do the most
good, and llke o hrave man, he spoke it,
whether the occaslon wis opportune or
not. Doubtless such o lot of young men
48 were there could never, under any
circumstances, in this country, he got
together to listen to & temperance lee-
ture: but what waa the end of that con-
cort but an object lésson of the most {m-
pressive qualityon the evilsof intemper-
ance, which prevails so widely in this
place and in England?

Should Labor At Home,

I think Lady Somerset would do
quite well to labor, In her misslonary
temperance work In her own country
Instead of coming over to our Unlted
States, where we are 200 yvearsg ahead
of Great Britain, on the drink question
ecapecially, I never In my lfe gaw so
many sualoons, or publles, as they are
cilled here, nor g0 many drunken or
hulf drunk men, nor s0 many drunkei
women as there are over here. Why,
in vur dear country a drunken woman
i an enormity, an awful thing, but
over here, I am sure 1 have scen them
on the strets and elsewhere, in an un-
mistukable state of Intoxication. T do
nut know enough to trace it to all its
causes, this drink hablt, but I think
one of Its causes I8 the wide-spread
use of beers, ales and brandles as a
bevernge by the growlng chilitren, In
fact all the family, at table or away
from It, Instead of coffee or tea or
witter., The young ladles take it, then
thelr brothers can't be blamed for hay-
ing It, and, as they are blgger and
stronger, they, of course, feel entitled
to more, and so on, In America the
averuge girl does not Indulge, nnd per-
hups this very thing affects the whole
pation mora than anything else—who
knows?

Miss America for Temperance,

Hut what forms the chief differsnce
between the English and the Amerd-
can girl i3 the uncompromising stand
which the latter tukes, nnd—God bless
her—always will take on the gquestion
of strong drink. I am told by a Welsh-
man, who surely knows all about it,
thut the only paylng business In this
country §8 that of the publle house;
that grocers, drapers, furnlture store
keepers and so forth make n lving,
but It i3 the man who keeps a public
house that gets rich. It s very sad,
indeed, but thera are very many cases
ke the one I have spoken of; men
are often moaimed for Hfe by a fight
in the tavern and sometimes killed.
Last night's affalr was not the fivst,
by any means, of which I had heard
or rend, but having to stand up there
and sing right in the face of that man's
poor wife as she was told the dreadful
news, broke me down completely, 1
never suffered go In my life as I did In
the one or two minutes In which 1 had
to finish that careless, happy song,
while 1 could have eried out fn my pain
for her and her children. But I must
stop. Bpirits in their place are Wall
right fenough, but surely, *Wales 18
too small a place for to accommodate
comfortably wll the spirits sold in her,

Another difference between this coun-
try and ours, and to our credit it is, too,
is the English bar-mald. So long as o
woman, the best part of n natlon, will
consent to soll her hands with the mad-
dening whiskey, what else can you ex-
pect than drunkenness? But she I8
beneath our notlce entirely, the poor,
pretty, roge-cheeked and white-capped
bar-mald. We will not speak of her
